Disconnect from your computer 

When you have finished using your DesXcape 150DM,you have two options for ending the commu- 
nication link between your DesXcape 150DM and your computer: disconnect or log off. 

Disconnect option: If you choose to disconnect, you will still be logged in to your computer, and 
your applications will continue to run, but your computer will no longer be visible through your 
DesXcape 150DM. When you next log on either from your DesXcape 150DM or while sitting at 
your computer, the desktop will show that all active applications remain active. 
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Log off option: If you choose to log off from your DesXcape 
150DM,your applications will shut down, your desktop settings 
will be saved, and the connection between your DesXcape 
150DM and your computer will close. The next time you log 
on, either from your DesXcape 150DM or computer, you will 
need to launch any applications you want to use.

Base station function 



The base station works only when DesXcape 150DM is housed 
in it. The base station turns off automatically when DesXcape 
150DM is powered off or detached. A light indicator at the 
front shows whether or not the base station is active. 



It is highly recommended that you connect to the 
base station only devices that you do not plan to use 
while DesXcape 150DM is away from its base station. 
Use the base station to connect devices like key- 
boards, mouse, speakers, and microphones that are 
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only used when DesXcape 150DM is housed in its base station. If you plan to use a device while 
DesXcape 150DM is away from the base station in its mobile mode, connect it directly to your 
computer or to a USB hub. 

Important: Do not connect the wireless network adaptor to 
the base station. If the wireless network adaptor is connected to 
the base station, it cannot communicate with your DesXcape 
150DM while it is away. 

Your base station is tilt-adjustable. Adjust it according to 
your preferred viewing angle when DesXcape 150DM is on 
its base station. 

Base station interfaces: (PLEASE REFERTOTHE PAGE 6 FOR DETAIL) 

1 OSD buttons: Activate an On-Screen Display menu for adjusting your display performance 
when DesXcape 150DM is housed in its base station. 

2 Audio in: Receives sound from your computer. When connected to your computer with an 
audio cable, DesXcape 150DM speakers on become your computer speakers when DesXcape 
150DM is housed in its base station. 

Important: This plug is only for use with an audio cable connecting the base station and your computer. It is not suitable 
for use with a microphone. 

3 Audio out: Output the sound coming from your computer to external speakers or a headset. 

4 VGA/DVI-D: Receives video image signals from your computer. 

5 USB (type A): Supports all USB devices when DesXcape 150DM is on the base station as a desk- 
top monitor. Remember: Base station USB ports are active only when DesXcape 
150DM is housed in its base station. 

6 USB (type B): Transfers non-video signals between the base station and your computer. 

7 DC in: Provides power to charge the DesXcape 150DM when it is housed in its base station. 

8 DesXcape 150DM connector: Transmits signals between the base station and DesXcape 
150DM. 

9 DesXcape 150DM latch: Secures DesXcape 150DM when it housed in the base station. 

^) DesXcape 150DM as Wireless Monitor 
VGA Out from DesXcape 150DM 

There is a mini-VGA output port at the right side of your DesXcape 150DM. (See illustration on 
page 5.) With the included DesXcape 150DM mini-VGA cable, this port can output the display sig- 
nals of your DesXcape 150DM directly to any display device you wish to use — another monitor or 
even a projector! 
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Automatic wireless reconnection 




When you move out of the wireless operating range of your DesXcape 150DM, it loses the ability 
to establish a connection to your computer. If you move out of the wireless operating range when 
you have already established a connection to your computer, the system will automatically try to re- 
establish the connection to keep your experience uninterrupted. DesXcape 150DM will return to 
Dashboard after failing to re-establish the previous connection several times. 

Battery and Power status 

When you detach DesXcape 150DM from the base station and 
do not have AC adaptor connected to it, DesXcape 150DM oper- 
ates on battery power. Battery status is shown on the Dashboard 
when you are not connected to a computer or on the 
Smart Display Notification icon when you are 
connected to a computer. 

When your DesXcape 150DM is on and battery level 
is low, the battery indicator will turn into yellow and 
start blinking. If this occurs, please recharge your 
DesXcape 150DM immediately. 

Your DesXcape 150DM continues to consume some power when its power is off. For this reason, we 
strongly recommend that you place your DesXcape 150DM back in base station for recharge when 
not in use or recharge it with the direct AC power adaptor at regular intervals. 

If DesXcape 150DM's battery is com- 
pletely depleted, all the setting on your 
DesXcape 150DM might be lost even 
after you recharge the battery. In this 
case, please refer to the Quick 
Troubleshooting section in this manual.

Setting up Wireless Keyboard 

The optional Philips DesXcape 150DM wireless keyboard gives 
you the benefits of an additional input tool that complements 
DesXcape 150DM's built in on screen keyboard.

Installing the optional wireless keyboard

Both your DesXcape 150DM and the keyboard will try to find each other 
and automatically configure themselves.

Optimize wireless signal strength 

Here is a quick summary of ways you can optimize your wireless signal strength: 

- Keep as few things as possible between your DesXcape 150DM and the wireless network adap- 
tor. Large metal objects are especially prone to creating signal degradation. 

- Avoid working in the vicinity of interference creating devices such as 2.4GHz cordless phones, 
microwave ovens and Bluetooth devices. 

Using your DesXcape 150M antenna 

- Pull up the DesXcape 150DM antenna from its housing and adjust the antenna direction for 
best signal quality. 

Optimize wireless display performance 

When it is on the base station, DesXcape 150DM supports all PC applications. When it is detached 
from the base station, most applications run flawlessly. However, at times there are few exceptions. 

Sometimes Internet streaming audio and video may not run smoothly on DesXcape 150DM in its 
wireless mode. This is most likely due to poor wireless signal quality, large video screen size, or too 




many applications running at the same time. Please take the steps listed above in Optimize wire- 
less signal strength to improve wireless signal quality, adjust the video screen size and close 
unnecessary applications to enhance your wireless experience. 



Note: Due to wireless bandwidth limitations and special hardware requirements, DesXcape 150DM does not support full 
screen motion pictures or 3D games. 



Power-saving settings on your DesXcape 1 50DM

802.11b 

An industry standard that describes a popular 
wireless network configuration. DesXcape 150DM 
is designed to be used on 802.11b networks. 

Access point 

See wireless access point . 

Ad hoc network 

A computer-to-computer connection between two 
devices that have wireless network adapters 
installed.Your DesXcape 150DM can establish an 
ad hoc connection with any computer that has a 
wireless network adapter and Smart Display 
Services installed. This contrasts with an infrastruc- 
ture network. 

Base station 

A stand that holds a DesXcape 150DM and con- 
nects it to AC power and, through a VGA cable and 
a USB cable, to a computer. 

Computer name (for network setting) 

A name that identifies a computer on a network. If 
the network has a name service such as DNS or 
WINS turned on, the name service equates the 
user-friendly computer name with the computer- 
friendly IP address. 

Connection 

See user connection . 

Dashboard 

The main screen of your DesXcape 150DM when 
it is not connected to your computer. You can 
access the Dashboard at any time by pressing the 
Dashboard hardware button on your 
DesXcape150DM. 

Docking station 

See base station . 

Handwriting recognition 

The ability to interpret handwritten text and con- 
vert it into computer-readable text. Handwriting 
recognition programs allow you to enter text using 



a pen-shaped stylus or other handwriting input 
device, rather than a keyboard. 

Help and Support Center 

A central location within Windows XP for Help 
topics, tutorials, troubleshooting and other sup- 
port services. 

Hover mode 

A stylus mode that allows you to use the stylus to 
move the pointer over an object without choosing 
it. Hover mode allows users to use Flash controls 
and rollover graphics on Web pages. 

Infrastructure network 

A computer network that uses a wireless access 
point.This is in contrast to an ad hoc network, 
which does not use a wireless access point. 

Input Panel 

Allows a user with a touch-screen to select between 
the following input modes: on-screen keyboard, writ- 
ing pad, quick-key keypad, right-click mode, hover 
mode, and option settings.You can access the Input 
Panel at any time by pressing the Input Panel hard- 
ware button on your DesXcape 150DM. 

IP address 

The Internet Protocol (IP) method of identifying 
computers on a network.An IP address has num- 
bers separated by periods (.),for example, 
192.168.1.47 

Local area network (LAN) 

A communications network connecting a group of 
computers, printers, and other devices located 
within a relatively limited area, for example, inside a 
building.A LAN allows any connected device to 
interact with any other on the network and share 
resources, such as printers and fax machines. 

Microsoft Smart Display Services 

The DesXcape 150DM related programs that reside 
on your computer. Smart Display Services enable 
your computer to talk to your DesXcape 150DM. 
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Network 

See wireless network . 

Network adapter 

See wireless network adapter . 

Network indicator 

A light on the front of your DesXcape 150DM that 
indicates the strength of the network signal and 
restore mode. When the signal strength is good, 
the light is green. When the signal strength is weak, 
the light is yellow. When there is no signal, the light 
is off. When the light blinks, the DesXcape 150DM 
is in the restore mode. 

Network name 

See service set identifier (SSID) . 

On-screen keyboard 

An Input Panel option providing a resizable soft- 
ware keyboard that allows DesXcape 150DM users 
to type using a stylus. 

Remote desktop connection 

A set of services available in Windows XP 
Professional that enable you to access a Windows 
session that is running on one computer when you 
are at another computer or device, such as a 
DesXcape 150DM.This is the technology that 
makes the DesXcape 150DM possible. For exam- 
ple, you can connect to your home office computer 
from your DesXcape 150DM in the family room 
and have access to all your applications files, and 
Internet resources as though you were in front of 
your computer. 

Remote computer 

A computer you can access with your DesXcape 
150DM;a computer that is not physically connect- 
ed to the DesXcape 150DM and which may be in 
another room. 

Remote desktop users 

A group of Windows user accounts that Windows 
creates when a Remote Desktop Connection is 



enabled. All DesXcape 150DM users are added to 
this group. 

Right-click mode 

An Input Panel option that enables users to use a 
stylus to perform the same function as they would 
with the right button of a mouse. 

Router 

See wireless router . 
Service pack (SP) 

A periodic update that enhances one version of a 
product. Windows XP updates are usually released 
as service packs. 

Service set identifier (SSID) 

A name given to a wireless network. Most wireless 
networks can broadcast their SSID, allowing wire- 
less devices to detect the network. 

Signal strength 

Measures the intensity of the wireless network 
radio signal at the DesXcape 150DM. It does not 
indicate the DesXcape 150DM is connected to the 
network. 

Smart Display 

See Windows Powered Smart Display . 
Smart Display Settings 

A tabbed dialog box, available from the Dashboard 
that allows you to change DesXcape settings. 

Smart Display Services 

See Microsoft Smart Display Services . 

Stylus 

A pen-shaped tool that replaces the mouse and 
keyboard as the main input mechanism for a 
DesXcape 150DM in conjunction with a touch 
screen. With the stylus, you can type on the on- 
screen keyboard, write on the writing pad, point, 
and tap. Tapping with a stylus is equivalent to click- 
ing with a mouse. 



See also on-screen keyboard and writing pad . 
Transceiver 

A device that can both transmit and receive sig- 
nals. On local area networks (LANs), a transceiver 
is the device that connects a computer to the 
network and converts signals to and from parallel 
and serial form. 

Universal serial bus (USB) 

A physical cable system for connecting computer 
equipment that supports Plug and Play installation. 
Using USB, you can connect and disconnect devices 
without shutting down or restarting your comput- 
er. You can use a single USB port to connect as 
many as 127 peripheral devices, including speakers, 
telephones, CD-ROM drives, joysticks, tape drives, 
keyboards, scanners, and cameras.A USB port is 
usually located on the back of your computer near 
the serial port or parallel port. 

USB cable 

See universal serial bus (USB) . 
USB controller 

The chip on the motherboard of your computer 
that enables USB devices, such as a DesXcape 
150DM,to communicate with the operating system 
of the computer. 

User account (for computer) 

An account on a computer that stores the 
Windows user name, password and other informa- 
tion for a computer user. 

User connection 

A communication link between your computer and 
your DesXcape 150DM.You use a connection to 
gain access to the resources of your computer 
from your DesXcape 150DM.The connections that 
are configured on your DesXcape 150DM appear 
in the left column of the Dashboard. 

WEP 

See wired equivalent privacy (WEP) . 



WEP key 

A secret word or phrase that is used to encrypt 
data sent over a wireless network. It is essential to 
Wired Equivalent Privacy (WEP) security. When 
WEP security is enabled, every computer or device 
on the network must use the key to access net- 
work services. 

Wide area network (WAN) 

A communications network connecting geographi- 
cally separated computers, printers, and other 
devices. AWAN allows any connected device to 
interact with any other on the network. The 
Internet is an example of a WAN. 

Windows Powered Smart Display 

A digital device powered by Microsoft Windows 
CE for Smart Displays that acts as a wireless com- 
puter terminal. It allows a computer user to wire- 
lessly connect to a computer, run applications, read 
and respond to e-mail, and browse the Internet 
from any room in the house. DesXcape 150DM is 
classified as a Windows Powered Smart Display. 

Wired equivalent privacy (WEP) 

A security mechanism for wireless networks. WEP 
security requires every computer or device on the 
network to use the secret encryption key to access 
network services. 

Wireless access point 

A hardware device that wirelessly receives and 
transmits network data. A typical wireless access 
point supports several users within a range that 
varies from less than 100 feet to more than 300 feet. 

Wireless local area network (WLAN) 

See wireless network . 

Wireless network 

A network of computers connected by some 
means other than wire cables. Most wireless net- 
works connect through radio waves. Other types 
of wireless networks include infrared and 
microwave satellite networks. 



Wireless network adapter 

An internal or external device that uses specially 
authorized radio frequencies to connect two or 
more computers. Data is divided into small packets 
and transferred by radio between your computer 
and radio transceiver. 

See also transceiver . 

Wireless router 

A type of wireless access point that links a wired 
network with a wireless network or links two 
wireless networks together. Wireless routers often 
include hardware that connects to an Internet 
service provider (ISP). 



Writing pad 

An Input Panel option that allows users to enter 
data by writing directly to the touch screen of a 
DesXcape 150DM.Your DesXcape 150DM recog- 
nizes the hand written words and converts them 
to text.

Q1: How do I check and configure the different properties on my computer before set up? 

There 
are detailed explanations on how you can check and configure your computer. 

Q2: What if I only have one USB port available on my computer? 

The two unused USB ports are reserved for the USB wireless network adaptor and the base station. If 
you have only one USB port available, the following options (and corresponding limitations) are available: 

- Use a self-powered USB hub to expand the number of available USB ports. Or, 

- Move other USB devices to the base station. (Note: such devices will become inactive when 
DesXcape 150DM is not housed in the base station.) Or, 
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- Use your existing wireless network adaptor or wireless access point instead of the USB wireless net- 
work adaptor. However, this requires that you have the specialized knowledge to set up the wire- 
less network for DesXcape 150DM manually during setup process. 



During Hardware Setup 



Q3: Where is the packing list? 

A quick packing list is available on Quick Start Guide. A more complete packing list is available at the 
Getting Started (A Complete Start Guide) chapter of this User's Manual. 

Q4: Where is the power switch? 

The power switch is located at the upper right corner behind the screen. 

Q5: Why doesn't the screen light up when I power it on? 

There are two possible reasons: 1)You are using DesXcape 150DM on battery power and there is no 
power in the battery. Solution: Use your AC power adaptor and/or base station to recharge batteries. 
2) The device entered the Standby mode, automatically turning the screen off. Solution: Turn the power 
switch off and then on again to turn on the screen. 

Q6: What should I do with unused hardware components? 

The wireless network adaptor and USB cables will be installed and used during software setup process 
following on screen instructions. Store the unused stylus, mini-VGA cable, and/or audio cable in a safe 
place for future use.

Q7: What should I do with the Welcome to the Found New Hardware Wizard? 

Follow the recommended approach (Install the software automatically) and finish the process before 
you proceed further. Please note that there may be more than one device found when you connect 
the USB cable from the base station to the computer. Wait for the computer to recognize each device 
and install appropriate drivers for each before you proceed. 

Q8: Nothing happens after Connect USB Cable page! 

Make sure that: 1)You have connected the USB cable correctly; 2) Your DesXcape 150DM is powered-on 
and placed on the base station; and 3)The computer has finished all Found New Hardware processes. 
Sometimes the Found New Hardware wizard is hidden behind other windows. Also, you might have to 
wait for a few seconds for the computer to recognize your DesXcape 150DM and locate the drivers for it. 
Another possibility: DesXcape 150DM related hardware devices are not properly installed. To check 
installation, right-click on My Computer. Choose Properties, Hardware and then Device Manager. To 
fix problem devices, right-click on devices with an exclamation mark and choose update driver. Follow 
all screen prompts to complete the process. 
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Q9: What does Use Existing Wireless Hardware mean? 

DesXcape 150DM is designed to communicate with your computer through the included wireless net- 
work adaptor. However, some advanced users may wish to employ their existing wireless network 
adaptors or wireless access points to communicate with DesXcape 150DM. 

Q10:What does it mean to Select Your Wireless Network? 

Advanced users who choose to employ their existing wireless hardware must select a wireless network 
for use with the DesXcape 150DM. If you are a general user, click Back, uncheck the box for Use 
Existing Wireless Hardware, make sure the included wireless network adaptor is connected to your 
computer and installed.Then click Next to proceed. 

Q1 1:What should I do if I abort the setup process abnormally? 
You may continue by restarting the Software Setup process later

Q12:How to do keyboard input? 

Push the Input Panel button on the right hand side of your DesXcape 150DM and an on-screen key- 
board will show up. Or, use the optional Philips DesXcape wireless keyboard. 

Q13:l see a CHECK CABLE CONNECTION screen! 

DesXcape 150DM switches to the desktop monitor mode and automatically checks the video connec- 
tion from your computer when it is placed on the base station. This message lets you know that you 
do not have a video cable properly connected between your computer and the base station 

Q1 4: My wallpaper doesn't show up! 

The default setting of DesXcape 150DM is not set to show wallpaper. You may change it by clicking 
on Settings from the Dashboard and checking the appropriate box. 

Q15:The screen is off, but the power is still on! 

There are two possible reasons: 1)You are using DesXcape 150DM on battery power and there is no 
power in the battery. Solution: Use your AC power adaptor and/or base station to recharge batteries. 
2) The device entered the Standby mode, automatically turning the screen off. Solution: Turn the power 
switch off and then on again to turn on the screen. 

Q16:The screen shows a Welcome page when I turn it on! 

This means your DesXcape 150DM has reverted to factory settings. Your previous DesXcape 
150DM settings are gone. You need to reconfigure the wireless network between your computer and 
DesXcape 150DM and set up user connections on DesXcape 150DM. 

To reconfigure your wireless network, you have to place your DesXcape 150DM back in its base sta- 
tion. Run the Connection Troubleshooter on your computer by choosing Start menu, All Programs, 
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Microsoft Smart Display Services and then Connection Troubleshooter. 

To set up user connections on DesXcape 150DM, place your DesXcape 150DM back in its base sta- 
tion.

Q19:The USB ports on the base station are not working!

No manufacturer 
can guarantee that all panels will be free from pixel defects, but Philips guarantees that any monitor 
with an unacceptable number of defects will be repaired or replaced under warranty.This notice 
explains the different types of pixel defects and defines acceptable defect levels for each type. In 
order to qualify for repair or replacement under warranty, the number of pixel defects on a TFT 
LCD panel must exceed these acceptable levels. 

Bright Dot : 

Dots(sub-pixels) which appeared brightly in the screen when the LCM displayed with dark pattern. 

- R,G or B 1 dot 2 Max 

- Adjacent 2 dots 1 Max 

- Total amount of Bright dots 2 Max 

- Bright dot density Min. 1 0mm 

Dark Dot : 

Dots (sub-pixels) which appeared darkly in the screen when the LCM displayed with bright pattern. 

- 1 dot 4 Max 

- Adjacent 2 dots 1 Max 

- Adjacent 3 dots Not Allowed 

- Total amount of Dark dot 4 Max 

- Dark dot density Min. 1 0mm 

Total amount of Dot Defects 4 Max. (Combination) 

Note : a. Every dot herein means Sub-Pixel (Each Red, Green, or Blue Color) 

b. Bright dot defect is not seen by 5% ND filter and is damaged less than third size of sub-pixel are not count- 
ed as bright dot defect. And dark dot defect is damaged less than half size of sub-pixel is not counted as 
dark dot defect. 

c. Dots darker than half brightness of sub-pixel are not defined as bright dot defect and dots brighter than half 
brightness of sub-pixel is not defined as dark dot defect.
